A SCENEL-OF BUTCHERY. 


The Slnnsfhter, Tfcat Come AVltb the 


End of thte 'J«nl«arleK. 


On the 15th da'? of June, 1836, the 


•whole corps oi tbe janizaries in the 
capital 
assembled, overtnrned their 


" rap kettles (the signbl.of revolt) and 
advanced upon tie seraglio. With his 
own hand the sultan" rifafbrled the 
sacred "sanjak sbeiif" and called upon 
the trne believers to rally round their 
oischah and caliph, and the zealous 
Mussulman citizens rushed from all 
quarters and rallied under the sacred 
symbol. The ranks of the janizaries 
weie laked vfith grape and solid shot 
ay "Black Hell" (a nickname for Ibra- 
him, general of artillery) and hia gun- 
ners as they pressed through the streets, 
compelling them to fall back to the 
Etmeidan, where they defended them- 
selves with extraordinary fierceness, 
slaying great numbers of their assail- 
ants. The artillery, supported by the 
marines and tho bostangi, pressed for- 
ward and compelled them to retreat to 
their barracks, where they offered des- 
serate resistance to tbe assault. 


From every street cannon thundered 


on the walls without intermission, the 
Dnilding was soon in flames, the walls 
iorn and battered down by grapeshot, 
and the janizaries, overwhelmed by 
rains, shot and flames, perished in their 
yarning and blood stained barracks. 
For two days the gates of the city re- 
mained closed, and with relentless vigoi 
every corner was searched for such 
lanizaries as had escaped the general 
nassacre, and when found they were 
hastily executed. Nearly 20,000 jani- 
zaries were destroyed on this memora- 
ale day, and many thousands were aft- 
iward put to death in the various 
cities rf the ernpue, and thns not one 
of tiu i • *iibei vmler jrms was left to
